Present Unit of Value Has Had Many 


Forms1 and Shapes. 


The dollar took some rounding. Nor 


did it formerly ring true, but, much 
alive, simply gave a bleat or bellow. 
Cattle, among country folk, at 
one 


time 
constituted 
the 
dollar, while 


primitive man generally made use of 
anj- article sufficiently abundant for 
the standard payment of all merchan- 
dise, writes R. HoltLomax in Harper's 
Weekly. Thus, in ancient Greece, a 
large bronze tripod liad the value of a 
dozen oxen. A good hard working -wo- 
man, 
on the other hand, was given in 


exchange for only four such beasts. 
When metal tool: the place of money, 
the dollar clung to Us traditions, and 
coins were still called after live stock. 
Thus, "pecunla," applied to 
metal 


money, derived Its origin Jrorn "pecus" 
(cattle). From the custom of counting 
heads of cattle came the present des- 
ignation ot a. sum In cash—capital, or 
"capita" (heads). In Sanscrit, roupa, 
(herd, flock) made roupya, or the In- 
dian rupee, -while the ingots oJ elec- 
tnim.'or admixture of gold and silver, 
when first, in use as money, bore the 
Impress of an ox or cow.. Not clumsy, 
but too fragile, were the shells in use 
as money by the negroes of Africa, 
and throughout ancient Asia, -where 
the natives, taken by its beauty, gave 
the shell a money value.

CARE OF CANARIES. 


How to Properly Feed nnd JLoo 


er lh« 5<mffst«?rM. 


When the canary Is In ordinary 


health the more plainly It la fed ths 
better, says the Plttsburg Press. The 
usual mixture Is what Is called black 
and white canary seed, the black belni 
good summer rape. Of this one par 
Is added to two of the other. It is tin 
portant, however, that the seed bo 
good and clean—that Is, free from dus 
end grit. 
Tbo canary seed should be fat, glit 


tcring seeds, and before putting It In 
the tin of a morning not only shonlt 
the tin itself be cleansed, but the seec 
should be put upon a ploco of white 
paper nnd the dust or 'grit. If nny 
blo\vn away or removed. In addition 
to these seeds a little green food mus 
be given, fresh every day, but not 
damp. The best are probably plantain 
ripe groundsel, ripe chlckweed, n lit 
Ue lettuce or water cress. 


As to dainties, the less of these tho 


better. 
Wo may, perhaps, make ur 


exception In the traditional morsel of 
•ugur or crumb of sweet biscuit, but £ 
bird will not keep loug In song that 
bus much of either. 
Water should bo given fresh every 


moralug, the little glass fountain beii)- 
previously well rinsed out. Soft flltc 
ed water Is best by far. A. great many 
ailments are Induced by hard wut 
In tho wild state birds drink tho ruin 
water from the leaves. ' This Is puro 
and contains, of course, no hardness. 


Sand is another Important sine qu 


non of health. 
It should be rallier 


coarse or gritty and very clean. Per 
tups washed sea sand Is as good a: 
any. The bottom of tho cage slioulc 
always be thickly strewn with thl; 
Immediately after tbo cage is cloanoi 
In tha morning, a stock being kept In 
the house for the purpose. 


A song canary will not do well for 


any length of tlmo In n stuffy, bado 
ventilated room. Fresh uir Is essen- 
tial to health. 
Another Udug Un 


tends greatly to keep the bird In health 
Is a sun bath. On ilno days the cng 
should be so hung that the suushln 
shall penetrate iho cage, but at th 
same time it must be remembered tha 
too much heat Is vory dangerous, so 
ouc-balf of the cngo should be Invar! 
ably covered with a cloth. 


This cloth comes In handy In several 


othor ways—at night, for example) 
more particularly when the tempera- 
ture Is low" or likely to be. On such 
occasions the cage Is to be covered 
quite - over, but in summer a part 
Bhoald always be left open. The cloth 
may be required also at times wheu 
anything Is being done In tho room 
likely to frighten the bird. Some birds 
are naturally timid nnd easily alarmed. 
Whcu they are so, It la useless trying 
to tame thorn; the heart Js -weak and 
they need extra gentle treatment. We 
have kuoTVB a bird of this kind al- 
most frightened to death by souia ono, 
while sewing, tearing n piece of linen 
down the center. 


Apropos of fresh air, tho bird In 


the winter's evening is too often hung 
In. a position we have already con- 
demned aa prejudicial to Its bealjh In 
a room where gas is burning. If tho 
bird must be in thla room the cago 
should bo lowered and partially cov- 
ered up. Smoke, steam and nil sorts 
of vnpors tend to Injure the hcultb 
slowly, or, indeed, to cause Illness nnd 
loss of voice. 
A forenoon bath dolly In fine- •weather 


}s an excellent preservative of life nud 
voice in "the song canary. A saucer 
makes as good a bath ns any, the wa- 
ter being clear rain water. It Is usual- 
ly placed In.the cape, but If tbo bird 
has been tamed thoroughly nnd al- 
lowed its freedom for a time every 
day the bath should be placed on t 
chair or on the floor. The bird will 
come to look upon this ns a very great 
luxury and the cago remains tinsollc-d 


DO-IT to Clean Ostrich Pentium. 
To clenn ostrich feathers make » 


lather of pure soap with a llttlo am- 
monia in it, ustag about a quart of wa- 
ter or more if the feathers are very 
large. Move them to and fro gently 
in this, then lightly press them stem to 
tip between the thumb and finger nnd 
do the same In an equal amount of 
clear hot water. Repeat In cold water 
slightly tinted with blue. 
Hung the 


feathers up to dry where there Is a 
draft nnd shake at intervals. Before 
quite dry gently shake them DeCore u 
gas stove or they can be partially dried 
by steam over n pan of quick boiling 
.water and finished as directed. Comb 
carefully and curl any stray strand* 
with • stiver knife. 


Origin of Ozone. 


According to Messrs.' Henrlct and 


Bonyssy, ozone is produced by the 
ultra violet rays of the sun IE the up- 
per atmosphere, and the amount cou- 
talned In the air near the ground in- 
creases when air currents descend 
from the upper regions. 
Sometimes 


also it increases during ralus. It has 
been observed that there Is a reduction 
of the proportion of carbonic acid In 
the air when the amount of ozone in- 
creases. This Is regarded as an Indi- 
rect effect due *o dilution of the lower 
air by the purer nir descending from 
above.
